The rating committee of the local board 


of Fire Underwriters finished its work last 
night Five days and nights it has been at 
work putting a rate on every piece of prop- 
erty in town. It thinks it has not missed o 
piece. 


A member of the committee said last 


night: "The objtct of the committee has 
been to fix a standard and to equalize rates. 
We have not increased a single rat«, unless 
of course, the property has been exposed, 
and the risk has been increased. 
In nearly 


every instance the rate has been lowered. 
The general reduction in the city amounts 
to 10 to 25 per cent, below the old rate. On 
dwelling houses we figured from this basis: 
Frame house with shingle roof, S1.50 for 
five years; frame, with metal roof, 81.35;

On business buildings we could not have 
any basis. The committee considered each 
business house, and the risks that sur- 
rounded it and put on the rate it thought 
proper.
